The enrollment card must incorporate security features comparable
to those implemented by the department of licensing for Washington
drivers’ licenses. The tribe must give the liquor control board at
least 90 days notice of intent to use the tribal enrollment card
for the purpose of purchasing alcohol or tobacco. The liquor

control board will notify licensees of the approved tribal
enrollment card.

Eliminates the reference to permitting the use of tribal enrollment
cards for the purpose of voter registration.
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
